1 . Claims 1 and 36-66 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art an electro-optical glazing structure having total reflection and transparent mode of 
operation for selectively reflecting and transmitting electromagnetic radiation without 
absorption, respectively, the electro-optical glazing structure comprising various 
elements as claimed, more specifically an electro-optical panel of laminated 
construction, having first and second optical states of operation wherein 
electromagnetic radiation within a first prescribed bandwidth falling incident upon the 
electro-optical panel is totally reflected from the panel without absorption when the 
panel is switched to the first optical state of operation, and wherein electromagnetic 
radiation within a second prescribed bandwidth falling incident upon the panel is 
transmitted through the panel without absorption when the panel is switched to the 
second state of operation.
